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What Has Happened to Justicer 


}HIEF BYRNES called the Na- 
than case New York’s most 
famous and most mysterious 
murder. It happened betore 
most of us were born, yet 
| still it stands, a classic among 
mysteries. 

Benjamin Nathan, wealthy New 
Yorker, was beaten to death in his 
home at the height of a fierce storm. 
In the house at the time were Na- 
than’s two sons,” Washington = and 
Frederick, the housekeeper, and the 
housekeeper’s son. None of the liv- 
ing occupants of the residence had ap- 
parently heard anything suspicious 
during the night. 

Innumerable theories were advanc- 
ed. It was like a mystery drama 
wherein every character is suspected 
of the crime. The police said it. look- 
ed like an ‘inside job,” but that was 
about as far as they got. Later there 
were “confessions” and accusations, 
mostly involving burglars with ulte- 
rior motives. 

But the Nathan case never was 
solved. It was one of the most com- 
plete tailures ever chalked up against 
justice.

3y some strange fate, while no- 
body was ever punished for the das- 


tardly assassination in New York 
vears ago of the rich Benjamin Na- 
than, whose unrevenged murder ts 


the greatest mystery the metropoli- 
tan police ever failed to unravel, one 
of his relatives passes judgment on 
many murderers arrested in other 
crimes. 

For Chief Justice Benjamin Nathan 
Cardozo, for thirteen years a member 
ot the court of appeals in Albany, 
which is the highest court in this state, 
is, according to old newspaper rec- 
ords, a nephew of the murdered rich 


Wall street broker. 
Nathan was slain within a few 
months of the birth of Judge Car- 


dozo, who has reviewed countless ap- 
peals taken by slayers to the high 
court from sentences by judges of in- 
ferior jurisdiction. 

Since Judge Cardozo’s designation 
to be one of the seven judges of this 
court on February 2, 1914, this tri- 
bunal has reviewed records of. trials 
of 154 murderers afterward put to 
death in Sing Sing. It has also pass- 
ed upon numerous cases where the 
defendants either obtained new trials 
or had their death sentences commut- 
ed by a merciful governor.

torrents of rain slashed at the win- 
dows during a terrific thunder storm. 
The second was the manner in which 
the crime convulsed Wall street, in 
which the rich broker had been a 
gigantic power. 

The most important element of all 
was the fantastic theory offered by 
noted doctors that a tell-tale expres- 
sion left in the eyes of the dead vic- 
tim indicated that the broker recog- 
nized, before he died, the assassin who 
struck him down. This theory caus- 
ed the mystery to be later referred to 
as “the magic eye case.”’ 

We told you in the foregoing para- 
graph of an event lately that brings 
the Nathan case to mind now. This 
was the death of former State Detec- 
tive James Jackson, who for forty- 
live years made his headquarters at 
Sing Sing prison. Until his last days, 
and he lived to be nearly 86 years 
old, he had 
cherished. a

oldest patrolman in the Yonkers po- 
lice department, also remembers Na- 
than and the uproar his death created. 
Cooley was a youth living in Sing 
Sing village when he first saw the 
broker who afterward met such a 
tragic end. 

Captain James McLaughlin, one ot 
the oldest living veterans of the New 
York police department, who lives in 
Yonkers, describes the details as 
though the crime had happened onl) 
a week ago. He was one of the po- 
licemen on duty in lower Manhattan 
when the crime was discovered early 
on the morning of July 29, 1879, 
and the alarm sent out. 

Although now 8&6 years old, Cap- 
tain McLaughlin, spry in’ step) and 
keen in memory, remembers all about 
the Nathan case. 

“Yes, I remember it very well,” he 
exclaimed. ‘‘He was murdered in his

The revolting. way they murdered 
Nathan is like the Snyder murder in 
Longe Island. 

“I met the brother of Mr. Nathan 
once in Yonkers years after. A serv- 
ant dropped dead in his summer rest- 
dence in North Yonkers and IT went 
there to investigate. He was anxious 
that there be no publicity.” 

Some idea of the stir the crime cre- 
ated in this country at the time will 
be atforded by citing, briefly, who 
Benjamin Nathan was. He came of a 
rich family of old settlers, and wads 
born in New York city. He was well 
educated, socially well connected and 
had accumulated a large fortune in 
Wall street. 

He was a director of the stock ex- 
change. He had retired: shortly be- 
fore his death and transferred his 
business to some of his six children. 
The sons were Fred, Washington, Ju- 
lus and Harmon Nathan. His daugh- 
ters were Mrs. Lucius Moss and Mrs. 
Mendez Cohen. Nathan’s sister was 
the wite of the late Supreme Court

Qn the morning of July 28, 1870, 
Nathan rode into town from his new

summer place at Morristown, N. J., 
on the railroad. He told his” wife, 
Mrs. Emily Nathan, that the following 
day being the anniversary of his. 
mother’s death, he would not return 
home to Morristown that night but 
would remain in town to attend re- 
ligious services the next day in his 
mother’s memory. 

The evening of the day he left his 
wife he was joined by his son, Wash- 
ington Nathan. They repaired to the 
home of Nathan’s sister for a visit. 

They left there about 8:30 o’clock, 
the elder man going to his city home, 
while the son left, as he explained to 
the police next morning, to keep an 
engagement with a young woman. 

Temporary Bed. 
"When Nathan reached home he 
found the housekeeper, Anna Kelly, 
tinere. SO was her son, Wiliam 
Kelly, who acted as manservant in 
the household. 

A temporary bed had been fixed up 
in the center of the spacious front 
parlor-bedroom on the second floor 
of the house. It was placed near the 
door leading into the library. 

The father remained up late, going 
over some documents and papers in 
his desk and safe. While he so busied 
himself, a terrific rainstorm suddenly 
let loose. %IJt was accompanied by 
thunder and lightning, with crashes of 
great violence. The water fell in tor- 
rents for a long time. It was one of 
the worst thunderstorms in years. 

What a fine night for a murder! 
If there were any policemen around, 
the storm drove them to cover. 
Pedestrians deserted the street. Few 
carriages ventured out. 

The flash of a pistol, if one were 
to be used, could not be distinguished 
from the flare of lightning. ‘The 
noise of a shot or a call for help 
would be drowned out by the violent 
storm.

Various influences have resulted in 
destroying the simplicity of the Gos- 
pel and reducing its power. 

We have sought to force on the 
minds of people the dogma of Bibli- 
cal inerrancy even in the realm of 
science. Churchmen here spoke as it 


it were a fundamental matter that 
Moses should have written the entire 
Pentateuch, and as if a belief in the 
two-fold authorship of Isaiah were 
a dangerous heresy. 

The rejection of certain theories of 
the atonement has been regarded as 
a denial of the fact of the atonement. 

Dr. L. P. Jacks in his book, ‘‘Re- 
ligious Perplexities,’”” has described 
this injury to vital Christianity; 

“Christianity in the official or au- 
thorized presentation of it is a smoth- 
ered religion, smothered because al- 
most to the point of total asphyxia- 
tion and collapse but not quite; 
smothered by the vested interests of 
great institutions, and by the ambi- 
tious fears and self-seekings that such 
interests breed; smothered by the 
elaborate theological defense that the 
Christians have built, not against 
anti-Christ, but against each other; 
smothered by anxieties, not unnatural 
in their embroilments, for its own 
future. 

If you take Chrisiianity along with 
its entanglements, encumbrances and 
unnatural alliances, if you present it 
with all the secular baggage which the 
ages gave fastened upon it, you will 
then find it a hopelessly perplexing 
thing.” 

The Nicene Creed has bulked lar- 
ger in the thought of the churchmen 
of the past than the Sermon on the 
Mount, but this misplaced emphasis 
of a rigid orthodoxy did not lead to 
industrial justice nor to arbitration 
for international disputes. 

There has been a confusion of the 
central realities of the Christian doc- 
trine with the interpretation and ex- 
planations of this doctrine in the his- 
tory of the Church, 

The explanation of a fact has been 
confused with the fact itself. A 
church editor gives forceful expres- 
sion to this confusion: 

“In opposition to all these subtle- 
ties of reasoning, extremes of belief, 
confusions of teaching and absurdities 
of practice, come the clear, simple, 
straightforward teaching and example 
of Jesus. In vain men search the 
words of the Christ for arguments to 
uphold the major part of the dogmas 


that have oppressed the church of the 
living God through the centuries. The 
precepts of the Sermon on the Mount, 
the parables of the sheep and the 
goats, the prodigal son, the Good 
Samaritan, and a few passages from 
the Gospel of John give the sub- 
stance of His teaching, the essence of 
which is the spirit of love, the spirit 
of truth, and the possibility of con- 
scious communion with a_ personal 
God. The spirit of love guided by the 
spirit of truth, scientific, theologic, 
philosophic, afraid of nothing but er- 
ror, the spirit of truth warmed by the 
spirit of love so that every new dis- 
covery becomes not a cold and formal 
thing but a part of the divine revela- 
tion—these principles reinforced by a 
mystic communion with. the Father 
are yet destined to take this world for 
Christ.”’ 

Jesus affirmed the abiding certain- 
ties of the Christian doctrine with ab- 
solute positiveness and finalitv. “I 
am the way, ihe Truth and the Life.” 

“Heaven and earth = shall pass 
away, but my words shall not pass 
away... 

Contrary to popular notions, %esus 
confessed His absence of knowledge 
on some things, but-when He came to 
moral issues, to righteousness, -to 
right relationships between man and 
man, and God and man, He always 
spoke with the note of authority and 
Certainty.

tumed only in his nightdress, and his 
assailant met, has never been made 
public. If the widow or children ever 
knew, they kept it a family. secret. 
Detectives, however, have described, 
from what the evidence indicated, 
how the 57-year-old. broker stood off 
his assailant for a time, while he bat- 
tled against odds for his life. 

The first word of the murder reach- 
ed the authorities at 6 o’clock in the 
morning of July 29. Patrolman John 
Mangum, standing half a block away, 
heard screaming. He saw two young 
men, attired only in nightdresses, on 
the stoop of the Nathan residence. 

One’s nightgown was covered with 
blood. His feet too were smeared 
with it. This was Fred Nathan. 

“Come quick,’ he pleaded, “father 
has been murdered.’’ Mangum bounc- 
ed his nightstick on the sidewalk to 
signal for selp. This brought another 
policeman on the run. 

They hastened into the house. Fol- 
lowing a bloody trail of stained foot-

prints, they reached the second floor. 
On the tloor of the library they saw 
a shocking scene. 

The body of the victim lay on the 
floor. It was on its back. The eyes 
were open. In them was registered a 
pleading, pitiable expression. Blood 
had heen flowing from a dozen 
wounds in the skull. A chair, which 
formerly had stood in front of the 
Safe, Was Overturned. On the corpse 
was only a nightgown which had been 
white. It was mostly crimson now. 

Two bones in the fingers of the 
right hand. were broken and the fin- 


gers were cut and bruised. 


Mangum, taking charge of the pre- 
liminary investigation, sent a neigh- 
bor hurrying to the nearest police sta- 
tion. From there an alarm was tele- 
graphed to headquarters.  Superin- 
tendent of Police John Jourdan in- 
stricted Chief Detective James J. 
Kelso to detail every available plain- 
clothes investigator in the department 
10 the case. 

Fred Nathan Explains.

Mangum soon found the imple- 
ment of death.

Kelso, who had arrived to take 
charge of the numerous police inves- 
tigators, looked at Fred for a while. 
Then he suddenly exclaimed: 

“I believe you. Tell us anything 
you know that will help to get the 
scoundrel who killed your father.” 

Fred explained then that he had 
come home just before midnight. 
There was a light burning in_ the 
library. From the hallway, he had 
sald: 

“Good night.” 

The father did not reply. Fred 
thought nothing of that, he added, be- 
cause the storm was making so much 
disturbance that he believed his tather 


did not hear him. He went to sleep 
and heard nothing until his brother 
awakened him to tell him = of the 
murder. 

The detectives questioned Wash- 
ington Nathan more closely. They 
had two reasons for this. First, it 
was he who had found the tathet 
murdered, as he said. Second, he 
was reported to be the chief bene- 
ficiary of a will the police heard the 
dead father had planned to change. 

Washington told the detectives that 
he left his father on the street the 
night before to keep an appointment 
Miss Clara Dale atter- 
ward informed the police this part of 
Washington’s story was true and that 
he was with her until nearly mid- 
night. He placed his hour of retire- 
ment at 12:30 o'clock. 


Thorough Examination.

“The police know, but they 
won't tell!” 

How often do we hear that said 
in connection with a famous mur- 
der mystery! The Nathan murder 
is regarded as the most puzzling in 
New York history, yet you’ will 
hear it gravely stated that the po- 
lice know the solution but for vari- 
ous reasons have never divulged it. 
It is also stated, just as wisely, that 
the police know who committed 
the Elwell and Hall-Mills murders. 


Others suggested a burglar did it. Still 
others had a theory that it was the 
deed of a lunatic. 

From the dead man a very valuable 
studded hunting case gold watch, an 
open face watch and some diamond 
shirt studs were taken. The police, 
nevertheless scouted robbery as a the- 
ory. They were inclined to think that 
the -jewels had been taken as a 
“blind” to throw the police off the 
track of the assassin, who had an- 
other motive. 

It was partly because. of the mu- 
tilation of the victim that the police 
scoffed at the burglary theory. 

“One blow on the head from that 
deadly weapon would render any- 
body helpless,”’ said Chief Kelso. 
“Whoever rained those blows on that 
man’s head had some grievance and 
was unmerciful. A burglar might 
have hit him once in order to seize the 
jewels for a quick getaway. He would 
not linger long enough to mutilate 
anybody in that way.” 

The murder shocked the residents 
of the city. Mayor A. Oakley Hill 
issued a proclamation offering re- 
wards that aggregated $47,000. 

This was a princely sum in those 
days when mechanics earned a dol- 
lar'a day wages, and fortunate was 
the man whose salary amounted to 
S1,000 a year, 


Curiosity Seekers. 

The stock exchange offered $10,- 
000 bounty tor the capture of the 
villain. -Mrs. Emily Nathan, the 
widow, announced she would guar- 
antee the payment of the rewards. 

In addition $1,000 reward each 
was offered to recover the diamond 
studs, $1,500 for the hunting-case 
watch and $300 for the open-face 
timepiece. 

So sensational was the murder that 
cordons of police were required for 
the next two days to keep thousands 
of curiosity seekers, who came to view 
the hause and choked traffic in West 
23d street, in some semblance of or- 
der. | 

The day of the funeral, 10,000 
persons massed outside the house. 
Relatives and friends had to fight their 
way through the crowd to the Na- 
than residence, where the funeral 
services were held. August Belmont, 
Henry Clews and Supreme Court Ju 
tice Joseph Daly, Who died a Tew 
vears ago in Yonkers, were a few of 
the celel rilies who managed ice 
yueeze their way into the house.

an.” She said Nathan was in her 
company until 12:10 o’clock. 

Dozens of witnesses were heard at 
the inquest. All New York watched 
the developments, just as they did in 
the Hall-Mills and Snyder cases. But 
the jury could find no verdict. The 
police eventually abandoned their ef- 
forts to corner the assassins. 

Some years afterward, Irving, the 
Sing Sing burglar whom Detective 
Jackson often quizzed about the Na- 
than case, believing someone with in- 
side knowledge of the Nathan home 
may have let the murderer in, made a 
Sensational confession, 

He said that Dan Kelley, a pro- 
fessional burglar, who was no rela- 
tion to the Kelly servants employed 
in the Nathan establishment, induced 
Irving and another professional crook 
to rob the Nathan house. 

Irving and the unnamed third man 
waited, during the storm, in the cellar 
after breaking in a rear door. They 
said they must have been there four 
hours when Kelley, who had gone up- 
Stairs shortly after midnight, came 
down and told them he had got the 
stuff. : 

Then Kelley led them, Irving ex- 
plained, up to the first floor and they 
all left by the front door around day- 
break. 

Neither Would Believe It. 

Neither Jackson nor Kelso would 
believe this story for the reason that 
no door had been broken open in the 
Nathan house that night. Maoareover, 
Other statements Irving made were 
out of joint with other circumstances 
of the murder. 

Irving went to Sing Sing for vari- 
Ous burglaries. Then George Ellis, a 
convict, declared that if he were in 
New York he could” establish the 
identity of the Nathan murderer. He 
was brought down with great secrecy 
and given a chance to identify the 
weapon. He picked it out immedi- 
ately, 

Ellis named Billy Forrester, one of 
the most notorious criminals of the 
day, as the murderer. Forrester was 
found in Texas and upon being 
brought back to New York he hired 
Abe Hummel of the famous law firm 
of Howe and Hummel. The = case 
against Forrester failed. 

Washington Nathan received be- 
quests of $75,000 from. his father, 
$25,000 from his grandmother, and 
$10,000 from an aunt. His habits 
and associations continued evil, the 
suspicion of guilt seeming to under- 
mine further an already weak char- 
acter. 

In 1879——the year his mother died 
and left him a trust fund of $100,000 
—he again achieved unpleasant 
notoriety. While calling upon an 
actress, Miss Alice Harrison, he was 
shot and wounded in the neck by a 
woman named Fanny Barrett. The 
bollet was never removed. 

ii 1884 Washineton Nathan mare 
ried and left America. He lived in 
london and Paris, dissipated his for- 
tune, and in 18914 creditors brought 
He died the follow- 
ing year. Though but 44, his hair 
had turned entirely white.
